DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . Applicant is reminded of the proper content of an abstract of the disclosure. 

A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent 
and should include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. If the 
patent is of a basic nature, the entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the 
abstract should be directed to the entire disclosure. If the patent is in the nature of an 
improvement in an old apparatus, process, product, or composition, the abstract should 
include the technical disclosure of the improvement. In certain patents, particularly 
those for compounds and compositions, wherein the process for making and/or the use 
thereof are not obvious, the abstract should set forth a process for making and/or use 
thereof. If the new technical disclosure involves modifications or alternatives, the 
abstract should mention by way of example the preferred modification or alternative. 

The abstract should not refer to purported merits or speculative applications of 
the invention and should not compare the invention with the prior art. 

Where applicable, the abstract should include the following: 

(1) if a machine or apparatus, its organization and operation; 

(2) if an article, its method of making; 

(3) if a chemical compound, its identity and use; 

(4) if a mixture, its ingredients; 

(5) if a process, the steps. 

Extensive mechanical and design details of apparatus should not be given. 

2. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and fomiat for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," The disclosure defined by this invention," 'The disclosure 
describes," etc. 
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3. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it contains an incorrect 
heading, is not in a narrative for, and uses legal phraseology such as "means" and 
"said". Correction is required. See M PEP § 608.01(b). 

4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following infonmalities: because 

there are no headings throughout the disclosure. The examiner recommends adding 

headings in the appropriate places throughout the disclosure. On page 8 line 1 the 

sentence reads, "is pressed onto the bone head". The examiner recommends changing 

the line read, "is pressed onto the screw head". Appropriate correction is required. 

The following guidelines illustrate the prefenred layout for the specification of a 
utility application. These guidelines are suggested for the applicant's use. 



Arrangement of the Specification 



As provided in 37 CFR 1 .77(b), the specification of a utility application should 
include the following sections in order.

5. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the cavity tapering 
towards the lower end of the connection element must be shown or the feature(s) 
canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

6. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: Reference number 25 is not shown in the drawings submitted with the 
application. 

7. The drawings are objected to because Figure 6 contains floating reference 
numbers (37 and 38) that are not pointing t anything in the figure. Corrected drawing 
sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, 
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the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement 
sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office actiori. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Objections 

8. Claims 5 and 6 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper fomn 
because a multiple dependent claim cannot depend on another multiple dependent 
claim. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, claims 5-7 not been further treated on the 
merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AlPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
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directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AlPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 
10. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Schaffler-Wachter(U.S. 6,402,752). 

Regarding claim 1 , Schaffler-Wachter discloses a device comprising a 
connection element, a sealing cap, and a tensioning means as shown in Figure 1 below. 
The connection element, as shown in Figure 2, is arranged coaxially to the central axis 
with an upper end, lower end, a channel passing through the connection element 
transversely to the longitudinal axis, and a cavity coaxial to the central axis passing 
through the connection element from the upper end to the lower end. The cavity is 
designed tapering towards its lower end by means of at least one shoulder as shown in 
Figure 3. The sealing cap, as shown in Figure 4, comprises a front end, rear end, a 
second cavity to receive the connection element, and a second channel transverse to 
the longitudinal axis. Regarding claim 2, Schaffler-Wachter discloses a device 
characterized the arresting means of the latching means is arranged on a cross-section 
surface orthogonal to the central axis on the periphery of the connection element and on 
the periphery of the second cavity in the sealing cap as shown in Figure 2. Regarding 
claim 3, Schaffler-Wachter discloses a device characterized in that the arresting means 
is comprised of a bulge on the extemal periphery of the connection element and a 
conresponding recess on the inner periphery of the second cavity in the sealing cap as 
shown in Figure 3. Regarding claim 4, Schaffler-Wachter discloses a device 
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characterized in tliat tlie shoulder in the connection element comprises a level-bearing 
surface of a circular shape concentric to the central axis as shown in Figure 3.
